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Roman  Republican  Denarii

Part  Seven 


Mythology  and  Religion 

Neptune  (Poseidon),  god  of  the  sea, 
comes  next  in  our  portrait  gallery  of 
Graeco-Roman  deities.  As  admiral  of 
the  licet  Sextus  Pompey,  quite  appro- 
priately,  shows  Neptune  and  the  trident 
on  his  Sicilian  issue  of  38  B.C.  (fig.  1). 
The  averted  bust  of  Amphitrite  (lig. 
2),  wife  of  Neptune,  appears  on  a 
denarius  of  Q.  Crepereius  Rocus  in 
73  B.C. 

Mercury  (Hermes),  herald  of  the 
Olympian  galaxy,  was  also  a god  in  his 
own  right.  He.  controlled  the  winds, 
presided  over  trade  and  commerce  and 
protected  travellers  by  land  and  sea. 
Mercury  was  also  the  Roman  god  of 
good  luck.  C.  Manulius  Limetanus  (his 
gens  claimed  descent  from  Mercury) 
gives  us  the  most  typical  bust  of  Hermes 
(fig.  3),  wearing  the  winged  helmet 
(petasos)  and  carrying  the  snake-en- 
twined  wand  (the  cadueeus)  over  his 
shoulder.  This  coin  was  minted  in  83 
B.C. 

Ceres  (Demeter),  sister  of  Zeus  and 
mother  of  Persephone  was  the  goddess 
of  agriculture  and  the  earth.  She  sym- 
bolizes fruitful  harvests  or  a plentiful 
grain  supply.  Ceres  is  always  shown 
wearing  a coronet  made  up  of  ears  of 
wheat.  On  the  denarius  of  L.  Furius 
Bi  rocchi  (fig-  4)^  issued  in  55  B.C.,  we 
also  see  an  additional  ear  of  wheat  be- 
hind her  head  and  a grain  of  barley  in 
front. 

Bacchus  (Dionysus)  the  demi-god  of 
wine  is  crowned  with  a wreath  of  ivy 
interspersed  with  bunches  of  grapes. 
This  shows  quite  clearly  on  the  denarius 
of  C.  Vibius  Pansa  minted  in  49  B.C. 
(fig.  5).  The  heads  of  Liber  and  Libera 
(ancient  Latin  deities  identified  with 
Bacchus  and  Persephone)  are  also  de- 
picted on  the  two  sides  of  a coin  of  L. 
Cassi  (78  B.C.) . The  mask  of  the  Satyr 
Silenus,  the  supposed  inventor  of  the 
flute  and  a habitual  drunkard,  is  dis- 


played on  the  obverse  of  a piece  of  an 
earlier  C.  Vibius  Pansa,  issued  in  87 
B.C.  (fig.  6).  The  reverse  of  the  same 
coin  (fig.  7)  shows  the  mask  of  the 
demi-god  Pan  or  Faunus,  a pastoral  and 
sylvan  deity,  a type  probably  chosen  as 
a punning  allusion  to  the  name  of  the 
moneyer. 

The  preceding  deities  were  all  Roman 
adaptations  of  or  borrowings  from,  Greek 
mythology.  But  many  primitive  Latin 
nature-gods  continued  to  he  worshipped 
in  their  original  forms.  Saturn  is  to  he 
placed  in  this  category.  We  have  already 
discussed  him  in  Part  Five.  Veiovis,  a 
sort  of  youthful  Jupiter,  (fig.  8)  on  a 
coin  of  M.  Fonteius  issued  m 85  B.C.; 
Vulvan  (fig.  9),  god  of  fire,  forges  and 
furnaces,  a type  particularly  appropriate 
for  a mint-master,  (L.  Aurelius  Cota- 
91  B.C.) ; Flora  (fig.  10),  goddess  of 
the  flowers  and  the  spring  (Caius  Ser- 
vcilius-63  B.C);  the  “janiform”  Fontus 
(fig.  11),  son  of  the  two-faced  Janus, 
(C.  Fonteius-9 1 B.C. — local  Italian 
mint);  and  Vesta  (fig.  12),  goddess  of 
the  hearth,  (Q.  Cassius  Longinus-58 
B.C.)  are  all  distinctly  Roman. 

Latin  also  in  their  origins  and  observ- 
ances were  the  honors  accorded  to  the 
“Genius  of  the  Roman  People”  (fig. 
13),  from  a coin  minted  in  Spain  in  76 
B.C.  by  Cnaeus  Cornelius  Lentulus  (a 
“genius”  was  a guardian  spirit  or  soul) ; 
the  Cumean  Sibyl  (fig.  14),  a renowned 
Roman  prophetess  (L.  Manlius  Tor- 
quatus-69  B.C.) ; the  ‘ Dei  Penates 
(fig.  15),  twin  gods  who  watched  over 
the  food  supply  and  the  family  hearth, 
associated  with  “the  Lares  and  Vesta, 
(C.  Sulpicius-91  B.C.)  and,  Bonus 
Eventus  (fig.  16)  goddess  of  “good  for- 
tune” (L.  Scribonius  Libo-71  B.C.).  The 
Dioscuri  (fig.  17)  although  primarily  of 
Creek  derivation  were  adopted  by  the 
Latins  at  an  early  date  (M.  Cordius 
Rufus-46  B.C.) . 

The  Romans  likewise  worshipped  per- 
sonifications of  the  “deified  virtues”  and 
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goddesses  representing  the  state,  city  or 
province.  Of  the  former  we  will  note 
two  examples  the  jugate  heads  of 
"Honor  and  Bravery”  (fig.  18)  issued 
by  the  moneyers  Kaleni  and  Cordus  in 
72  B.C.,  and  the  “Liberty”  head  (fig. 
19)  of  Brutus,  minted  in  59  B.C.  A 
"Roma”  head  (fig.  20)  crowned  with 
a replica  of  the  city  walls  (P.  Fourius 
Crassipes-84  B.C.)  will  serve  to  illus- 
trate the  typical  city  or  state  goddess 
and  the  woman  with  the  elephant’s 
scalp  headdress  (fig.  21)  symbolizing 
Africa,  (Metellus  and  Eppius-47  B.C. 

African  mintage)  for  the  provincial 
Goddess. 

Rome  was  tolerant  in  religious  mat- 
ters which  perhaps  accounts  for  the  ap- 
pearance of  such  Asiatic  cult  deities  as 
Cybele  and  Attis  on  the  coinage.  Cybele 
(fig.  22)  was  an  ancient  Phrygian  nature 
and  fertility  goddess  associated  by  the 
Romans  with  the  Magna  Mater  (A. 
Plautius-54  B.C.).  She  was  also  a city- 
goddess-  witness  the  turreted  head.  At- 
tis worship  (fig.  23)  was  connected  with 
that  of  the  Magna  Mater  (M.  Volteius- 
78  B.C.) . We  will  wind  up  our  obverse 
types  with  the  mask  (fig.  24)  of  the 
famous  snake-haired  Gorgon  "Medusa” 
(L  Plautius  Plancus-47  B.C.). 

References  to  ancient  mythology  and 
religion  are  as  numerous  on  the  reverses 
of  Roman  Republican  denarii  as  they 
are  on  the  obverse.  As  a general  rule 
the  full  length  figure  of  the  pagan  god 
or  goddess  now  takes  the  place  of  the 
portrait  bust  or  head.  Jupiter,  Venus, 
Hercules,  Diana,  etc.,  are  all  shown  in 
typical  poses,  generally  with  their  own 
special  attributes  e.g.  Hercules  with  his 
club.  Figure  2 5,  Juno  Sospita  with  her 
spear  and  shield  (L.  Procilius-78  B.  C.), 
will  serve  to  illustrate  this  group.  Of 
cult-statues,  the  most  noteworthy  is  the 
Diana  of  Ephesus  (fig.  26)  on  the  re- 
verse of  a coin  of  Eastern  fabric  minted 
by  the  moneyers  Lentulus  and  Mar- 
cellos in  49  B.C.  We  also  have  the 
goddess  Cybele  in  a chariot,  drawn  by 
her  beast  (the  lion),  on  a denarius  of 
M.  Volteius  in  78  B.C.  (fig.  27). 


Lesser  deities  may  be  represented  by 
the  3 sylvan  "nymphs”  (fig.  28)  of 
P.  Accoleius  Lariscolus  (41  B.C.)  and 
the  9 Muses  of  Q.  Pomponius  Musa 
(67  B.C.) . Calliope,  the  Muse  of  Epic 
Poetry,  appears  in  figure  29. 

Of  especial  interest  to  the  student  of 
the  Roman  religion  with  its  many  rites 
and  ceremonies  are;  the  two  "Lares” 
(fig.  30)  from  a denarius  of  L.  Caesius 
(coinage  of  Italy — 91  B.C.),  a veiled 
Vestal  Virgin  (fig.  31)  holding  a two- 
handled  sacrificial  bowl  (C.  Clodius 
Vestalis — 43  B.C.),  the  seated  Flamen 
Quirmalis  (fig.  32)  with  his  spiked 
flamens  cap  (N.  Fabius  Pictor— 
93  B.C.)  and  the  sacrificing  of  an  ox 
(fig.  33)  on  a coin  of  A.  Postumius 
Albums  (82  B.C.). 

Story-telling  mythological  scenes  were 
favored  as  reverse  types  by  many  republi- 
can moneyers.  Amongst  these  myths  are 
illustrated  the  tale  of  "Hercules  strang- 
ling the  Nemean  Lion”  (fig.  34)  —one 
of  the  famous  "labors  of  Hercules”- 
on  a coin  of  Cams  Poblicius  (81  B.C.) 
and  Europa  carried  away  by  Zeus  in 
the  form  of  a bull  (fig.  35)  from  a 
piece  of  L.  Volteius  Strabo  of  79  B.C. 
The  home-coming  Ulysses  is  welcomed 
by  his  dog  Argos  (fig.  36)  on  a de- 
narius of  C.  Mamilius  Limetanus  (83 
B.C.)  and  Aurora,  goddess  of  the  dawn 
(fig.  37),  boards  her  four-horse  chariot 
for  her  daily  course  through  the  heavens 
on  an  issue  of  L.  Plautius  Plancus  (47 
B.C.) . Lastly  we  have  Bellerophon 
mounted  on  the  winged  horse  Pegasus 
(fig.  38)  from  the  moneyer  L.  Coss. 
Sahula  (74  B.C);  Neptune  between 
the  Catanian  brothers  Anapias  and  Am- 
phinomous  (fig.  39),  an  issue  of  Sextus 
Pompey  (Sicily — 42-36  B.C.),  and, 

figure  40  the  Satyr  Marsyas  with  the 
wine-skin  over  his  shoulder  (L.  Cen- 
sorious— 83  B.C.) . 

Roman  temples,  sacrificial  implements 
and  mythological  creatures  will  be  cov- 
ered in  the  next  article  under  the  head- 
ings, Architecture  and  Miscellaneous.

John  Paul  Jones  was  born  in  Scotland 
on  July  6,  1747.  His  father,  John  Paul, 
was  a gardener  on  a Scottish  estate  and 
his  mother  the  daughter  of  a Higlv 
lander.  At  the  age  of  twelve  young  John 
was  apprenticed  to  a shipmaster,  and  at 
eighteen  was  first  mate  on  a trader. 
Becoming  unhappy  in  the  slave  trade, 
he  embarked  for  England.  During  the 


voyage  the  captain  and  first  mate  died 
of  fever.  Jones  brought  the  ship  safely 
to  port,  receiving  10  per  cent  of  the 
cargo  from  the  owners  and  a commission 
as  captain  of  one  of  their  merchantmen, 
and  made  several  trips  to  America.  In 
1768  for  some  obscure  reason  he  resigned 
his  command  and  lived  in  poverty  in 
America  until  1775.  In  gratitude  to  Geiv 
eral  William  Jones  of  North  Carolina, 
who  befriended  him  during  this  period, 
he  assumed  the  name  of  Jones. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  war  between 
England  and  America,  Jones  received 
a commission  as  first  lieutenant.  Later 
as  commander  he  cruised  between  Nova 
Scotia  and  Bermuda,  attacking  British 
shipping  and  causing  much  alarm.  He 
was  a daring  and  clever  sea^fighter  and 
earned  from  the  British  the  name  of 
“pirate.” 

During  the  summer  of  1779  Jones,  on 
his  flag-ship  Bonhomme  Richard  with 
five  other  vessels  had  been  cruising  the 
coast  of  Scotland,  capturing  many  prizes, 
when  they  met  two  British  convoys,  the 
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Serapis  under  Captain  Pearson  and  the 
Duchess  of  Scarborough.  Jones  gave 
chase,  and  before  the  warships  could 
properly  manoeuver  darkness  fell.  Jones 
engaged  the  Serapis  and  thus  began  one 
of  the  most  desperate  sea-fights  on 
record.  The  two  ships  were  so  close 
they  touched,  and  rigging  became  en- 
tangled. Guns  roared  at  broadside  and 
much  damage  was  done  by  fire.  Jones 
attempted  to  board  the  Serapis  but  was 
unsuccessful.  A terrific  hand-to-hand 
battle  ensued.  By  the  light  of  the  flames 
Jones  noticed  that  the  main  mast  of  the 
Serapis  was  almost  cut  in  two,  and 
ordered  another  double-header  to  be 
fired.  The  mast  fell,  and  Pearson  realiz- 
ing the  danger,  surrendered.  The 
Richard,  badly  damaged,  sank  the  fol- 
lowing day. 

This  medal  was  presented  to  John  Paul 
Jones  by  Congress  in  recognition  of 
this  victory.  Command  of  the  America 
was  also  given  him,  and  shortly  there- 
after the  America  was  given  to  France. 
The  King  of  France  honored  Jones  by 


knighthood  in  the  Order  of  Merit,  and 
presented  him  with  a gold  sword. 

In  1787  Jones  entered  the  service  of 
Russia,  and  after  a victory  over  the 
Turks  was  made  Vice-Admiral  and 
knighted.  Fie  resigned  from  the  Rus- 
sian service  and  retired  to  Paris.  In 
1792  he  was  appointed  United  States 
Consul  at  Algiers,  but  died  before  the 
commission  reached  him.  He  was  buried 
in  a small  cemetery  in  Paris  and  his 
grave  forgotten  in  the  confusing  years 
which  followed.  In  1899  the  American 
Ambassador  made  a search  for  the 
cemetery,  finally  discovering  the  grave, 
and  in  1905  an  escort  of  American 
war-ships  returned  the  remains  to 
America  for  interment  at  Annapolis. 

The  reverse  of  the  medal  shows  the 
naval  encounter.  The  American  ship, 
slightly  injured  sailing  at  right;  the 
British  ship  crippled  at  left,  her  side 
badly  damaged  and  flames  coming  from 
her  bow.  Another  British  ship  is  shown 
in  the  distance  and  at  the  left  two  sailors 
cling  to  a spar.

RAILROAD  NOTES 

By  H.  R.  STEPHENS 


The  Macon  8C  Brunswick  Railroad 
Company 

The  first  company  of  this  name,  the 
issuer  of  the  note  illustrated,  was  in- 
corporated by  Act  of  Georgia  dated 
March  1st,  1856.  From  that  date  it  con- 
structed and  operated  approximately  200 
miles  of  single-track  standard  gauge 
steam  railroad,  the  main  line  extending 
from  Macon  to  Brunswick,  Ga.,  187 
miles,  with  branches  from  Cochran  to 
H awkinsville,  Ga.,  1 1 miles,  and  from 
Docks  Junction,  to  Turtle  River  Docks, 
Ga.,  a distance  of  about  2 miles. 

Operations  began  with  the  completion 
of  the  line  of  road  (1866)  and  continued 
until  July  2nd,  1873,  when  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Georgia  seized  the  road  and 
placed  a Receiver  in  charge.  From  that 
date  until  June  3rd,  1875  it  was  oper- 
ated by  the  Receiver,  at  which  time  the 
title  to  the  properties  was  conveyed  to 
the  State  of  Georgia  through  sale  in 
foreclosure. 

The  State  operated  the  road  until 
February  28th,  1880  when  title  was 

conveyed  to  a new  corporation  of  the 
same  name  as  the  original  owner,  This 
latter  company  was  purchased  by  the 
East  Tennessee,  Virginia  and  Georgia 
RR  as  an  outlet  to  the  Atlantic  Seaboard, 
through  the  medium  of  a company 
organized  for  that  purpose,  the  Cincin- 
nati 5?  Georgia  RR  Co.  The  date  of 
this  purchase  was  Nov.  4,  1881. 

The  Macon  and  Brunswick  Railroad 
Co.  is  now  a part  of  the  present 
Southern  Railway  System. 

The  Lake  Washington  8C  Deer  Creek 
Railroad  and  Banking  Company 


at  the  regular  biennial  session  of  the 
Mississippi  State  Legislature  held  at 
Jackson,  Miss.,  in  January  and  February 
1836. 

The  Act  stated  “That  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  a railroad  and  banking 
company  at  the  Town  of  Princeton, 
books  may  be  opened  for  subscription 
of  stock  in  said  town,  or  any  other 
place,  under  the  superintendence  of  F 
G.  Turnbull  and  others  appointed  as 
commissioners  for  that  purpose.  These 
books  should  remain  open  until  $200,000 
had  been  subscribed  in  shares  of  $100 
each,  being  paid  one-fifth  at  time  of 
subscribing,  one-fifth  at  time  company 
may  commence  to  operate;  and  upon 
notice  being  published  in  the  Vicksburg 
paper,  and  by  public  notices  placed  in 
most  public  places  of  Washington 
County  forty  days  previous  to  date 
payment  is  required,  the  remaining 
three-fifths  may  be  paid  in  three,  six 
and  nine  months  thereafter." 

This  Company  was  impowered  to 
build  and  keep  in  repair  a railroad  from 
the  Town  of  Princeton  to  any  point  on 
Lake  Washington  and  thence  to  any 
point  on  Deer  Creek  in  the  County  of 
Washington. 

A provision  of  the  charter  provided 
that  “if  the  railroad  herein  contemplated 
to  be  built  shall  not  be  commenced 
within  two  years,  or  if  it  shall  not  be 
completed  and  set  in  operation  within 
four  years  after  date  of  incorporation 
and  shall  not  be  kept  in  repair  this 
charter  should  be  void." 

It  was  also  contemplated  taxing  the 
L.  W.  & D.  C.  RR  & Bkg.  Co.  an 
amount  not  exceeding  25c  on  each 
$100.00  of  stock,  the  tax  to  be  paid 
into  the  State  of  Mississippi  Library 
fund.

The  Dubuque  8C  Sioux  City  Railroad 
Company 

The  D.  li  S.  C.  RR  Co.  was  chartered 
under  Act  ol  the  State  of  Iowa  dated 
November  24th,  1856  as  the  Dubuque 
U Pacific  Railroad  Co.,  an  act  dated 
July  15th,  1856  having  granted  the  pro- 
posed company  large  tracts  ol  State  Land. 


As  the  D P RR  Co.  it  constructed 
80  miles  of  road  before  being  sold  in 
foreclosure  August  21st,  1860;  and  re- 
organized as  the  Dubuque  & Sioux  City, 
the  issuer  of  the  note  illustrated. 

In  April  1861  the  road  had  been 
completed  to  Cedar  Falls,  la.,  a distance 
of  100  miles,  and  by  1866  to  Iowa  Falls, 
a distance  of  142.7  miles.  In  October 
1888  the  controlling  interest  of  this 
company  was  purchased  by  the  Illinois 
Central  Railway  and  consolidation  of 
the  D.  6?  S.  C.  RR  made  with  the 
Cedar  Rapids  C?  Chicago;  Iowa  Falls  & 
Sioux  City  and  Cherokee  & Dakata 
Railroad  Companies.  Further  railroad 
properties  were  acquired  after  consolida- 
tion and  the  entire  road  leased  to  the 
Illinois  Central  for  a term  of  years,  it 
still  being  part  of  that  system.
